STATE SCHOOL FUNDS 
ARE HELD UP 


SUPERINTENDENT 
BAYLISS 
IN- 
BULGES IN RAP AT THE 
LOAN EVILS. 


UNTIL THE ACCOUNTS ARE CLEAR 


Action to Stop Township Treasurers 
From Loaning Money on In­ 
sufficient 
Security. 


Springfield. 
Nov , 
28 — Following 
the failure on the part of township 
treasurers to comply with the law, 
county superintendents of 
schools 
hav e been notified to hold up the 
distributiv e fund of the state. The 
order was issued yesterday by Alfred 
Bayliss, state superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, on the ev e of his re­ 
tirement from office. 
The final order is the result of a 
% 
campaign that has been going on for 
lour years. 
It is said that a large 
number of treasurers hav e followed 
the plan of loaning money on uncer­ 
tain securities, and the action was 
taken for the purpose of stopping the 
leaks in the school fund. The order 
will affect ev ery county in the state 
Gets Ev idence Against Treasurers. 
information has been secured by 
Mr. Bayliss to the effect that a ma­ 
jority of the treasurers hav e been v i­ 
ola ting the law, and he can determine 
no other way of getting at the of­ 
fenders than to stop the rev enue in 
each and ev ery county. It is charged 
that the funds hav e been loaned with 
out the security required by law and 
in spite of many warnings the prac­ 
tice has been continued. 
The records show that loans made 
on personal property during the year 
amounted to $9 2,312. The v alue of 
outstanding notes with personal se­ 
curity on June 30 was $8 9 4,7 16 . 
A law to remedy this system was 
presented to the legisla ture sev eral 
years ago, when it was found that a 
large amount of money was being 
lost on securities. The iaw was not 
taken seriously by members of the 
legisla ture, who believ ed the losses 
were trifling and should be looked 
after in the v arious loca lities 
in 
which they occurred. The law finally 
was turned down, after it had been 
approv ed by State 
Superintendent 
Bayliss, and another 
inv estiga tion 
was commenced. 
Old Sta tute Aids Bayliss. 
A bill prohibiting the loa ning of 
money except on good security was 
finally passed. 
Under the act it would be neces­ 
sary to file suit against each town­ 
ship treasurer who had loaned mon­ 
ey without taking proper security. 
The undertaking was considered 
too great, and finally an old sta tute 
which giv es the sta te superintendent 
the right to hold up funds was dis­ 
cov ered, and he has taken occasion 
to utilize it in dealing with those 
who hav e not complied with the sta t­ 
ute as enacted by the general assem­ 
bly for the protection of school funds
